punishment is greater (han IT can bear.” 
But he said this notwithstanding his pun- 
ishment was confined to this life. 
It does not appear, even from the threat- | 
ening, that Caiu’s punishment incladed 
temporal death, inflicted by the hand of 
man. Nothing of this kind is stated in the 
threatening. Why then, it may be asked, 
did not he suffer death for murder, as per- 
sons do in our day? f answer, previously 
to the murder of Abel, no eXpress law had 
been given on this subject, and where no 
law is, there is no transgression. How 
could the penalty of death be inflicted on 
Cain, when no law existed, Which had such 
a penalty annexed to it? Por any ove to 
have killed Cain, would have beea assum- 
ing the prerogative of God, becoming both 
lawgiver and executioner, and thus intro- 
To 

prevent such a state of things, God on this 
occasion, and in the particular case of 
Cain, gives the first law on record against 
murder, It stands thus: “Therefore who- 
soever slayeth Cain, vengeance shall be 
taken on himseven fold.””
